Barns played an important role in the 
long history of Andover. Until recent 
years, farming was the major occupation 
pursued by the town’s residents. Many 
old barns still stand, mute testimony to 
this significant era in the community’s 
past. Today these barns are used as 
homes, small businesses, storage facili- 
ties and sometimes even as barns. Some 
are in pristine condition while others 
seem to fear the next strong wind. Thi- 
beault’s slides will illustrate the wide 
range of Andover’s barns. 

While no very early barns remain in 
Andover, a number of early 19th-century 
barns still stand, including the barn at the 
Amos Blanchard House which dates to 
1818. This barn is an example of an En- 
glish-style barn with its door in the longer 
side wall. New England-style barns, 
which became popular a little later in the 
19th century, have their doors in the gable 
ends of the structures. Many barns of 
these and other architectural styles, re- 
main in Andover and the lunch-lecture of- 
fers an opportunity for local residents to 
learn something about them.

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Chamber Votes On Key Ballot Issues 


The board of directors of the Greater 
Lawrence Chamber of Commerce unani- 
mously voted to oppose the November 8 
general election referenda ballot ques- 
tions dealing with the shutdown of nucle- 
ar power plants and rights for farm 
animals. The board also voted to support 
the referendum question which would re- 
peal the state’s ‘‘prevailing wage’’ law. 

Saying that the shutdown of the Bay 
State’s two nuclear power facilities (Yan- 
kee Atomic in Rowe and the Pilgrim sta- 
tion in Bourne) would cause severe harm 
to the economic well-being of the state 
and constitute a seizure of private prop- 
erty without just compensation, the 
chamber’s board called on its members 
and the electorate at large to vote no on 
Question 4. ‘‘This referendum question is 
very bad energy policy,” Larry Smith, 
the chamber’s executive vice president, 
said. ‘Our state has no major fossil fuel 
plant on the drawing boards to replace 
these nuclear plants. We are already too 
dependent on foreign sources for energy. 
To close our nuclear plants would only 
increase that dependence. What’s more, 
as energy demands continue to increase, 
we must have these nuclear plants online 
or we could face brown-outs or black- 
outs,’’ he explained. 

“Chamber members are family mem- 
bers, too. We would not support a system 
which we felt was technlogically trouble- 
some or environmentally harmful. Nucle- 
ar power is safe, clean and efficient 
energy,” Smith added. 

“The Greater Lawrence Chamber of 
Commerce strongly opposes cruelty to 
animals. However, Question 3 does more 
to inflict cruel and abusive treatment on 
our farmers than it does to protect ani- 
mals,’ Smith observed. ‘“The so-called 
farm animal rights question would create 
yet another state agency, give it the pow- 
er to set its own regulations and the mem- 
bership of its governing commission 
would be made up of animal rights’ advo- 
cates. The fact is, Massachusetts already 
has the toughest and best animal protec-

tion laws in the nation. We ought not to 
succumb to scare tactics by the propo- 
nents who are more interested in conduct- 
ing a political exercise rather than 
preventing abuse to farm animals.

The board unanimously ratified the de- 
cision of its government affairs commit- 
tee to actively support the enactment of 
the Master Zoning Plan in Methuen. The 
plan will be voted on by Methuen resi- 
dents in a special referendum election on 
September 27. The chamber has been ac- 
tively campaigning for a yes vote on the 
plan prior to the board’s confirmation 
vote. 

Neill also asked the board to take a 
stand against H.6043, a measure already 
approved by the House and currently in 
the Senate Ways and Means Committee. 
It would mandate that all new commer- 
cial buildings of 50,000 square feet or 
more set side 2 percent of its space for 
day care or make annual cash payments 
in equal value to municipalities for day 
care programs. ‘I don’t know a single 
business person who doesn’t support the 
need for adequate day care,” Neill said. 
“However, this bill does nothing to help 
solve the problem, It merely drives a 
greater wedge between the business com- 
munity and those in government who look 
for easy solutions to problems. The prob- 
lem of day care is not adequate space as 
this bill would have us believe. The prob- 
lem is one of extremely complicated li- 
censing procedures involving as many as 
47 separate agencies and unrealistic tea- 
cher/child ratios requiring, in some 
cases, one supervisor for every three chil- 
dren. Business needs a lot of the govern- 
mental red tape eliminated in order to 
provide day care and this bill merely 
adds more.” The board opposed the mea- 
sure unanimously. 

Ron Mills, the chamber’s government 
affairs manager, said that the chamber 
will communicate the board’s recommen- 
dations to its members via its mailing list 
of more than 3,000 business people 
throughout the Merrimack Valley. “We 
are eager to have business people use 
their vote in November as wisely as possi- 
ble in order to foster a better economic 
climate for consumers, employees and 
businesses alike,’’ he said.

His Vietnam pictures won first 
place (news), second place (features) 
and third place (portrait) in the National 
Press Photographer’s Association Mili- 
tary Photographer of the Year competi- 
tion in 1968. 

“For years after his return to the Unit- 
ed States at the end of 1968, Durrance 
tried hard to forget the war.

he saw “Platoon.” When the theater 
lights went up, he walked out, went home 
and pulled from the attic the box of photo- 
graphs that he had tucked away nearly 
two decades before.’’ “‘Where War Lives 
” is a selection of those extraordinary 
photographs. 

The book and exhibition include images 
from various stages of U.S. soldiers’ du- 
ties during the war. Durrance takes us 
from induction and basic training through 
combat and patrol, depicting the warriors 
as well as the civilians, children and cas- 
ualties who were the victims of the Viet- 
nam War. 

According to Ron Kovic, the former 
Marine who wrote the introduction to the 
book, the photographs “‘reveal the welter 
of emotions (bravado, fear, exhaustion) 
that gripped every GI who found himself 
in Vietnam. Durrance’s photographs are 
compelling not ony because of the inher- 
ent drama of his subject but also because 
of his own intimate complicity in the 
events they document. For Durrance, 
Vietnam was not a spectator spot. He was 
a soldier with a camera.” 

Born in Seattle, Wash., in 1942, Dur- 
rance was raised in Garmisch, Germany, 
and Aspen, Colorado. He studied at Phil-

Resident Gives Land Parcel 
On Spring Grove To AVIS 


By Frank Messina 


As the phone calls from developers in- 
quiring about a choice, wooded eight acre 
plot on Spring Grove Road in South And- 
over began to mount last winter, owner 
Georgia Stanley came to a decision. 

To preserve or pave was the question 
and for Stanley, a lifetime resident of 
Andover, the choice was simple. 

‘This land has been in my family for 55 
years,”’ said Stanley, ‘‘I didn’t want a de- 
veloper to go in there.”’ 

Preservation of Andover’s natural re- 
sources is a major goal of the Andover 
Village Improvement Society, and when 
Stanley decided against selling, she called 
AVIS and donated the whole parcel. 

Last week, the deed transfer became 
official. Valued at over $200,000 by the 
town, worth several times more with con- 
dominiums stacked on top, the land be- 
comes priceless in the hands of AVIS. 

Priceless as in no charge to walk the 
trails of the new Stanley Reservation and 
no charge to enjoy the scenery while driv- 
ing along Spring Grove Road, which is 


how AVIS plans to capitalize on its new 
acquisition. 

Nat Smith, president of the AVIS board 
of trustees, said the group runs about 15 
such spots in Andover. 

The organization’s objectives are two- 
fold, he explained; one, to maintain natu- 
ral beauty for the enjoyment of people; 
two, to preserve the land in its wilderness 
state for the benefit of wildlife. 

“We are, of course, grateful for her 
(Stanley’s) generous donation,’ said 
Smith. 

Often AVIS is offered small, one acre 
parcels by residents and others interested 
in avoiding paying taxes on the property, 
said Smith. Stanley’s donation, although 
somewhat smaller than the usual AVIS 
wilderness reservation, was gratefully ac- 
cepted because of its prime location off 
Spring Grove Road. 

The reservation is named after Stan- 
ley’s late parents, Mr. and Mrs. George 
Stanley, who, ‘I think would’ve approved 
of the donation,”’ said Stanley. 


Board Denies Sidewalk Waivers 


In a rare split vote, the Planning Board 
denied separate waiver requests from de- 
velopers asking to be relieved of town re- 
quirements calling for sidewalks be laid 
in two Andover subdivisions.

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Student Visits Russia 


‘The People Aren’t So Different’

There’s a certain 
mystique associated 
with the Soviet 
Union, a country lo- 
cated on the other 
side of the globe 
that’s viewed as be- 
ing completely dif- 
ferent from the 
United States. 

This isn’t nec- 
essarily true, 
according to Kim 
O’Neill, an Andover 
High School senior 
who traveled to the 
Soviet Union for 
three weeks during 
the summer. 

“T feel we have a 
lot to learn from 
them and they have 
a lot to learn from ‘ No} 
us. And the only po IN 
way to do it is to go over there,’’ O’Neill said. “‘The people aren’t 
so different,’ she added. 

The enigma behind the Soviet Union is fading somewhat since | 
Soviet leader Mikhail S. Gorbachev came to power and is allow- 
ing more Westerners to travel freely around the country. O’Neill 
says she and the 22 other students were able to go wherever they 
desired. 

Westerners walking around do spark curiosity. ‘“The Russian 
people were watching us,’’ O’Neill said. The younger people 
were more accepting of and open to the Americans than the 
older ones, she said. 

But, O’Neill understands this. ‘‘All of a sudden, things are 
opened up in the Soviet Union and the older people aren’t used to 
that openness,” she said. In addition, the older people don’t 
speak English. However, “‘little kids are learning English so I 
think there may be a push to learn,” she said. 

Russian rebels are youths who are trying to be like Ameri- 
cans, O’Neill said. The rebels, she said, like American things and 
they might want the quality of American goods, but O’Neill 
doesn’t think they want to be American. 

She had the opportunity to talk with some of them. The Ameri- 
cans learned Russian slang words and exchanged American for 
Russian cigarettes. The Russian cigarettes aren’t supposed to 
very good; however, O’Neill says almost everyone smoked. 

The Russian youths she spoke to loved American music, espe- 
cially Michael Jackson, Bruce Springsteen, Billy Joel and the 
Beatles. Break dancing is also really popular. ‘‘They’re just 
kids, like us,”’ she said. “‘There’s nothing different — it’s just an 
oppressed society.”’ 

Some of the governmental control benefits the citizens, 
according to O’Neill, who noted the strong educational system 
and the government’s support of the Soviet athletes. 

O’Neill covered a lot of miles during her stay. She visited 
Moscow, Leningrad, Baku and even Yerevan, which borders 
Turkey. ‘‘All of the places are completely different,’’ she said. 

Leningrad is a very cosmolitan and European-like city; Mos- 
cow is drab and colorless, except for Red Square, which O’Neill 
says is the most gorgeous sight she’s ever seen; and Yerevan, is 
a more countryish style city that has churches built into hill- 
sides. 

Using Russian she had learned from a six-week intensive lan- 
guage course taken before her trip, O'Neill was able to speak 
enough Russian to get by during her travels. ‘Knowing a little 
was enough,’’ she said. ‘It made it easier to understand and 
Russians would try to communicate if you knew the language.”

Martial Arts School Brings Bit 


Of Chinese Culture To Andover 


Alex Kiesel wants people to know about 
the martial arts. 

Kiesel, a martial arts instructor, has a 
special interest in Chinese martial arts, 
which he says have a longer history than 
some of the more commonly taught mar- 
tial arts such as karate. They also differ 
somewhat in philosophy, he said Kiesel. 

Kiesel, who teaches at the newly 
opened Yang’s Martial Arts Association 
on Haverhill Street, said much of the em- 
phasis in the Chinese martial arts is on 
the enhancement and use of internal en- 
ergy, not just physical conditioning and 
external power. 

He said he wants to educate the com- 
munity about martial arts through educa- 
tional demonstrations at schools and 
community events as well as the courses 
offered at YMAA. 

Yang’s Andover branch celebrated its 
grand opening this summer. Kiesel said 
it’s one of the few places outside of Boston 
that teaches a range of traditional 
Chinese martial arts. Since opening in 
June, the school had enrolled more than 
30 students, most of whom come from the 
Andover and North Andover area. 

The Chinese martial arts cover a wide 
range of styles and techniques. The 


school offers courses in traditional Shao- 
lin Kung Fu, Tai Chi Chuan and self-de- 
fense. 

Shaolin Kung Fu is a martial art that 
developed out of meditation’ and exercise 
techniques used by the monks of the Shao- 
lin Temple in China, Kiesel explained. 
The school teaches two styles of Shaolin 
Kung Fu: White Crane and Long Fist. 
White Crane emphasizes hand techniques 
and short range fighting. Long Fist em- 
phasizes long-range fighting and specia- 
lizes in kicking. 

Kung Fu is physically demanding and 
therefore most suitable for young people. 
Children age 7 and up can benefit from 
Kung Fu training. It helps develop self- 
discipline, coordination, self-respect and 
concentration, which carry over to other 
aspects of life, including school work, 
Kiesel said. 

Tai Chi Chuan is a style of martial arts 
training that is designed for both health 
and self-defense. Tai Chi develops the ci- 
ruclation of internal energy (Chi) using a 
series of set movements. Young and old, 
men and women can all practice Tai Chi 
and benefit from it. Kiesel said Tai Chi is 
particularly beneficial for those suffering

cracking the truck’s rear window, he 
added. 

“The driver said she just couldn’t stop 
in time,” said Caron. ‘‘She said there was 
no pressure from the brakes.” Tests per- 
formed by the trooper at the scene 
showed no brake defects, although Caron 
said he is not adequately trained or 
equipped to perform a thorough on-site 
inspection. 

Despite earlier reports from the DPU 
indicating Merrimac had no past history 
of “‘severe” safety problems, further re- 
search by the agency disclosed last week, 
before the accident, yielded a different 
story. : 

A partial scan of DPU inspection re- 
cords showed ‘‘several’’ instances of tire, 
brake and other mechanical problems 
with Merrimac buses taken out of service 
over the past 18 months, said Duffy. 

Over the same period of time, Andover 
State Representative Susan Tucker said 
she has received a stack of complaints 
from area riders about poor service. 
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It’s not unusual, say bus patrons, for 
the buses to be late, or for them to not 
arrive at all. During the summer, several 
people told Tucker that, not only were the 
buses dirty, they lacked air-conditioning 
and windows were sealed during the hot 
summer months. 

Caplan has downplayed the complaints. 
Buses are cleaned regularly, he said, and 
are on-time. 

The Everett-based bus firm made head- 
lines in recent weeks with its decision to 
cut back midday and weekend commuter 
service between the Merrimack Valley 
and Boston, claiming financial woes 
stemming from declining ridership. 

However, shortly before the new sched- 
ule took effect, the company was hit on 
two sides. First, it was discovered an al- 
ternate rail schedule printed by Merri- 
mac was incorrect and then the 
Massachusetts Bay Transit Authority, 
which pays the bus firm $204,000 yearly to 
provide service, opposed the cutbacks. 

Schedule changes have been put on hold 


as Merrimac negotiates with the MBTA 
over the number of Merrimack Valley-to- 
Boston runs. Both sides have described 
the talks as amiable.

ner Steve Colyer told the board he re- 
ceived several letters from the 
homeowners. Only one, he said, was in 
favor of sidewalks. 


Moran also pointed out that the subdivi- 
sions were isolated, the sidewalks 
wouldn’t go anywhere or connect to other 
sidewalks. And because of the isolation 
factor, it’s difficult for the town to snow- 
plow subdivision sidewalks during the 
winter, he said. 


Jack Magee, developer of Turner 
Farms Estates, said many homeowners 
have planted expensive shrubbery in the 
area where sidewalk cement would be 
poured. ‘‘As a practical matter, most of 
the residents would have a problem,” if 
sidewalks were required, he said. 


Under questioning from the board, Ma- 
gee acknowledged residents were notified 
about the sidewalk.

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An Unusual Request 


The planning board this week had an unusual 
request, when they were asked to allow waivers 
for the installation of sidewalks in proposed sub- 
divisions. 

More unusual than the split decision on the 
mattter rendered by the planners was the request 
of residents themselves not to have sidewalks in- 
stalled. 

Pretty generally the situation is reversed, in 
that residents and the town itself want sidewalks 
built for safety reasons. 

But in the case of the homeowners at Turner 
Farm Estates the siewalks would be placed at 
the expense of already-installed shrubbery and 
other landscaping. 

It seems almost annually that either town 
meeting or selectmen are asked to have side- 
walks built in some sections of town. The request 
is generally based on the fact that new growth in 
the area has caused problems for pedestrians, or 


a 


new buildings, such as schools or industrial 
plants, have resulted in unsafe conditions. 

If not complete new sidewalk installation is re- 
quested, then repairs to existing walks is general- 
ly sought. 

The current request for waivers before the 
planners would, of course, result in some savings 
for the developers. 

It was pointed out that the sidewalks would not 
be advantageous since they do not connect to oth- 
er walks, and would be difficult to maintain in 
winter weather. 

But, at the urging of planning board member 
Michael Houghton, the majority of his colleagues 
went along with the insistence on sidewalk con- 
struction based primarily on public safety rea- 
sons. 

The decision will doubtless be a wise one, even 
though a few bushes and grass will be sacrificed 
to provide safe passage for pedestrians.

But, it is the opinion here that the gen- 
eral public should have access to what is 
happening in our times, and it’s not good. 

In addition to the assaults on the two 
girls, the news in our area has been far 
from good lately. 

A youngster murdered and left on rail- 
road tracks in Lawrence a few weeks 
back. 

Last week, two teenagers arguing over 
a girlfriend results in one pulling a gun 
and killing the other across the street 
from Lawrence High School. 

In Lowell, three youths killing a home- 
less man who not only wouldn’t harm 
anyone, but was a World War II hero. The 
trio wasn’t satisfied with a singular at- 
tack on the defenseless man, but returned 
twice to plunge knives into his lifeless 
body to be sure he was dead, considering 
at one point setting fire to the man. 

These senseless attacks and killings 
have to be stopped somehow and if it 
takes telling it like it is in the newspaper, 
then it should be done.

Getting to know the natives was an expe- 
rience. ‘I learned that the Soviet people 
are not that different from us. They’re 
people too, just as important as us, and 
they deserve a chance just as much as we 
do,” O’Neill said. 

O’Neill had quite a few positive experi- 
ences with the Russian people that 
brought her to that realization. 

One took place in Baku when a group of 
11 American students met a 14-year old 
Russian girl on a cruise. A conversation 
on the boat with the girl and her mother 
led to an invitation for tea at the Rus- 
sian’s home. 

“The big thing there is to link arms — it 
means friendship,” O’Neill explained. 
And, she recalled that the Russian girl 
took her arm on the walk home to signify 
their friendship. 

Going into a Russian home was inter- 

esting. O’Neill said that five to six people 
lived in a small two room apartment. One 
was an entry way and one was used for 
both eating and sleeping. “I don’t know if 
this is the norm or not,”’ she said. “‘But, it 
was really odd.” 
” The family had an abundance of freshly 
made pastries lined up on the table be- 
cause it was the son’s tenth birthday. 
They were really hospitable, serving pas- 
tries and tea, said O’Neill. “It was sort of 
like pandemonium, with 11 people and the 
family,” she said. Everyone was taking 
pictures; they all sang happy birthday to 
the boy; and, with Russian music in the 
background, the students taught the fami- 
ly some American dances —like the bun- 
ny hop. ‘‘They loved it,” O’Neill said. 

The family also gave the Americans 
gifts, such as pins and necklaces. In re- 
turn, the students gave them American 
magazines, post cards and chewing gum, 
a popular item amongst the youths, O’N- 
eill said. 

When asked why the family was giving 
them gifts, O’Neill said she wasn’t sure. 
But, she said, ‘I think they wanted us to 
see what they had.” 

The American students were told in ad-

vance to buy magazines, post cards, etc. 
in order to trade with the Russians. 

American clothing and especially west- 
ern currency were in demand at the black 
markets in the Soviet Union. 

O‘Neill explained that the black mar- 
keteers could recognize Americans. 
“They kept coming up to me and they 
would say ‘how much do you want for 
your shirt?’,”’ she said laughing. Al- 
though the shirt off her back wasn’t an 
item traded, O’Neill did exchange her 
jean jacket for a fur hat. 

“The big thing is — they want Ameri- 
can money,’’ O’Neill said. Since the rubel 
isn’t worth anything outside of the Soviet 
Union, western currency makes it possi- 
ble for the marketeers to purchase west- 
ern goods, O’Neill explained. 

Although the people themselves are 
much like ourselves, O’Neill did experi- 
ence some drastic cultural differences. 

The cuisine was not one of the high 
points of her trip. ‘“The food is grose,’’ 
she said. They eat a lot of potatoes and 
they don’t tell you what type of meat 
they’re serving you, ‘mystery meat,’’ 
she said. The Russians also eat raw fish.

Money Can Be Claimed 


State Treasurer Robert Q. Crane said his office is attempting 
to return more than $2 million to 7,000 Massachusetts residents 
under the state’s unclaimed money law. 
Crane noted that this money has been reported to the trea- 
sury by insurance companies doing business in the state. In- Pe 


cluded in the proceeds are unpaid life insurance benefits, 
unpaid benefits on health and liability insurance policies, pen- | 
sion checks and customer overpayments. 

Under the state’s unclaimed money law, accounts which have 
been dormant for at least five years are called ‘‘abandoned”’ 
and must be reported to the treasury. The treasury department 
then tries to locate the rightful owner or legal heirs. 

“Many of these accounts represent the cash value of life in- 
surance policies, which the owners do not realize they are enti- 
tled to claim,’’ Crane said. 

More than 3,000 accounts range between $100 and $900; 650 ] 
accounts between $500 and $1,000; 424 accounts between $1,000 
and $5,000; 14 accounts between $5,000 and $10,000 and eight 
accounts more than $10,000. The remaining accounts are less 
than $100.

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Passing Combo Shines At Central

Once again the most devastating pass- 
ing combination in the Merrimack Valley 
Football Conference lives in Andover. 

Unfortunately for the Golden Warriors, 
however, quarterback Chris Lane and 
wide receiver Glenn Farnham play for 
Central Catholic.

from high blood pressure, arthritis, asth- 
ma and other health problems because it 
provides a gentle workout while reducing 
stress and increasing awareness of inter- 
nal energy.

‘And, it’s not sushi,’’ O’Neill said laugh- 
ing. 

Cavier, icecream and pepsi were really 
popular items. Pepsi and water machines 
were, however, different than those in the 
United States. 

O’Neill said a glass cup was used at the 
machines. And the same glass was used 
time after time without being washed. “‘I 
never did it but I watched,’’ she said. 
“It’s pretty unsanitary,” O'Neill added. 

Waiting in line is much more custom- 
ary in the Soviet Union than in the U.S. 
Not only that, but ‘‘the quality of goods is 
bad and there’s not a lot to choose from,”’ 
O’Neill said. ‘‘Things we take for granted 
are expensive and hard to get,’’ she 
added. 

This gave O’Neill a new appreciation. 
‘‘When I came back, I walked down the 
Andover streets and I thought, ‘we are so 
fortunate to live here’...we can go into a 
store and get whatever we need,” she 
said. 

O’Neill learned something about herself 
from her trip to the Soviet Union. “I’m 
gung ho on capitalism; I don’t know what 
I’d do without it,” she said. 

Gorbachev is trying to make things bet- 
ter for the Russians and O’Neill says she 
thinks there’s a chance for changes in the 
Soviet Union that will make life more sat- 
isfying for its people. 

No society is perfect, she said. And, ‘‘I 
think it’s important to travel and learn 
about people in other cultures.”

Jury Says Town Not 


At Fault In 1985 Case 


A federal jury in Boston absolved 
the town in a $5 million civil rights 
lawsuit filed by a Lawrence man. 

On Sept. 9, the jury found the town 
not liable for damages claimed by 
Laurence Musumeci, who said he 
was slapped by an Andover po- 
liceman and not allowed to receive a 
blood alcohol test rather than a 
breathalyzer analysis after being ar- 
rested July 5, 1985 on suspicion of 
driving while intoxicated. Musumeci 
was later convicted by a Haverhill 
jury on the drunk-driving charge 
when his blood alcohol level tested 
over the legal limit at .12. 

Musumeci claimed that, after bail 
was paid, he refused to leave the cell 
and continued protesting his right to 
arrange a blood test. Exasperated, 
Andover policeman Arthur Ricci 
slapped him and ordered the Law- 
rence man to leave, said Musumeci. 

Town Counsel Alfred Daniels den- 
ied Musumeci’s version of the inci- 
dent. After deliberating about 90 
minutes, the jury agreed. 

The only witness in the jail cell 
was the policeman, said Musumeci, 
who represented himself at the trial. 

“T feel the credibility of the offi- 
cer was the crucial element”’ to win- 
ning the case, said Daniels.

Musumeci had left the Andover 
Jade restaurant with a friend at 
about 9 p.m. After his vehicle turned 
on Main Street towards Lawrence, 
an Andover patrol unit spotted Mu- 
sumeci’s car veer sharply at another 
car, said Daniels. 

After failing a sobriety test, which 
Musumeci said was affected by a 
congenital back condition, he was 
arrested and booked at the Andover 
police station. 

Musumeci was cleared of reckless 
driving charges at the Haverhill tri- 
al. Although “obviously I’m not hap- 
py about the verdict,” Musumeci 
said he has no plans to appeal.
